The Conference each year offers a number of fellowships to 
writers recommended by publishers, agents or other sponsors. Some 
of these fellowships have been made possible by support outside 
the Conference itself, and we wish to make grateful agknowledge- 
ment of this support, past and present, from organizations end 
individuals who know our work. 


This year we welcome the following Conference Fellows: 


Dr. Eugenie Clark is a New Yorker who did her college and 
graduate study at Hunter College and N. Y. University. A special- 
ist in ichthyology, she has studied fishes on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts and in every tropical sea except the Indian Ocean, 
Her researches have been sponsored by foundations ranging from 
the Atomic Energy Commission to the Fulbright Fund. Her writing 
has been largely for scientific periodicals, but she has had a 
series of semi-popular articles in Natural History and The Skin 
Diver. She is now doing a book on fish and their behavior which 
should have wide appeal. She was nominated to her Conference 
fellowship by Harper's. 


Mery Moore Molony was nominated to her reLLlowSmio by Ao Bo 
Guthrie, Jr., on the basis of her unpublished work in the short 
story. She had her A.B. and A.M. in English from the University 
of Kentucky, and, after a period of school teaching, engaged for 
some tine in economic research in washington, where she now lives 
with her journalist husband. Her more recent study of the short 
story includes work in Harvard University. 


John Secondari hes had a varied career in journalisn, war 
service and writing. Born in Rome, he was educated in New VODKA 
where he graduated from Fordham and the Columbia School of Jour- 
nalism. After a period with the United Press, he served through 
the war in the reguler army. Afterwards he worked for C. B. S. 
in Rome and Athens. His published work includes a book on fencing 
and a war history of his regiment. His novel, Coins in the Foun- 
tain, will be published by Lipincott in October. He was nominated 
by Alan Collins of Curtis Brown Ltd. 


Will Thomas, of Westford, Vt., is an experienced free lance 
writer, He was born in Kansas City, attended Kansas University, 
and has had experience in occupations ranging from boxing to 
advertising. He is now much interested in the life and politics 
of Vermont and has engaged in broadcast discussions of local and 
rural problems. His novel, God Is For white Folks, was published 
by Creative Age Press and reprinted by Signet Books as Love Knows 
No Barriers. He is now at work upon a book on his own life and 
its Vermont setting.
